Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  (a) 
general  nursing;  (b)  nursing  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  by  a private  Water  Company.  Samples 
were  taken  and  the  results  of  the  analysis  were  satisfactory ; 
excepting  periods  of  shortage,  interference  with  the  mains 
and  the  plumbo  solvent  nature  of  the  water. 

The  Council  is  negotiating  with  the  Water  Company  for 
purchasing-  the  works  and  have  appointed  Major  A.  H.  Waters 
(Civil  Engineer),  Birmingham,  as  Consulting  Engineer. 

I would  like  again  to  emphasise  the  importance  that  such 
an  essential  commodity  as  water  should  be  vested  in  the 
hands  of  the  Local  Authority. 
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£ Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

’Hie  sewers  which  are  constructed  mainly  of  stone  culverts 
have  functioned  satisfactory  during’  the  year.  During-  tho 
greater  part  oi  the  year  an  enormous  volume  of  water  from 
the  surrounding  mountains  enters  the  the  culverts  and  they 
^^ire  effectively  thished. 

I have  again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Ooomcil  to  the  ob- 
jectionable method  of  discharging  the  sewerage  of  the  District 
in  a crude  state  to  the  river  Wnion. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  was  no  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  during  the 
past  year  in  this  area  beyond  that  produced  by  a few  careless 
inhabitants  who  throw  small  quantities  of  waste  material  or 
rubbish  in  them  at  times.  There  is  uo  excuse  for  this  as  the 
district  is  systematically  scavenged  three  times  every  week. 
There  are  no  large  industries  in  the  district  to  produce  any 
material  pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  all  the  houses  have  separate  water  closets  with 
proper  flushing  apparatus.

The  earth  closets  are  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  their 
contents  are  disposed  of  in  the  gardens  or  adjacent  fields. 

Public  Cleansing- 

Scavenging  is  done  by  contract,  and  the  house  refuse  is 
collected  three  times  a week  by  a motor  lorry  during  the 
morning. 

I have  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  this  Authority  to 
the  need  of  a cover  for  the  lorry  when  in  use. 

The  receptacles  used  by  some  of  the  inhabitants  for  storing 
the  refuse  at  night  outside  their  dwellings  are  altogether  un- 
satisfactory. The  old  boxes,  pails,  hampers  etc.,  at  present 
seen  in  use  are  most  objectionable.  These  receptacles  should 
be  made  of  galvanised  iron  with  well  fitting-  metallic  covers 
to  insure  protection  from  the  sun  and  air.  A satisfactory 
solution  of  this  problem  will  not  be  reached  until  the'  Local 
Authority  provides  and  maintains  standard  ash-bins  in  place 
of  the  boxes,  pails,  etc.,  in  common  use. 

The  refuse  is  taken  to  a tip  provided  by  the  'Council  about 
a mile  outside  the  town,  along  the  Talyllyn  Hoad.  A constant 
endeavour  is  being  made  by  the  Council’s  staff  to  affect  con- 
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(rolled  tipping,  but  an  open  tip  used  by  contractors,  shop- 
keepers, etc.,  is  objectionable,  unsightly,  and  a bad^tver- 
tisement  to  the  town.

Housing. 

The  thirty  new  houses  erected  by  the  Council  on  the  Ardd 
Fawr  site  did  ease  the*  housing  shortage,  but  it  is*  hoped  that 
the  Council  will  complete  the  scheme  as  soon  as  circumstances 
will  permit. 

A new  survey  is  being  made*  to  ascertain  the  numbeAkOf 
houses  necessary*  for  slum  clearance  and  overcrowding.  The 
result  of  the  survey  will  form  the  basis  of  the  Post-war 
housing  plan.  There  is  a desperate  need  for  new  houses  as 
some  of  the  old  dwelling  housesi  are  totally  unfit.
